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REPORT. 


To the Senate and House of Representatives of the State of Nebraska 


As required by law, we herewith transmit our fourth biennial 
report, pertaining to the general management and expenditures of 
the State Prison from November 30, 1874, to November 30, 1876. 

It affords us pleasure to state that the Penitentiary is now sub- 
stantially complete. 

Before this report reaches your honorable body the prisoners 
will have been placed in the Cell House, which is provided with all 
modern improvements for ventilation, and warmed by steam. 

We were to some trouble and expense in investigating the best 
method of warming such an institution and became convinced that the 
low pressure and direct radiation was the best and most economical 
method of warming where the radiation exceeds one hundred feet. 
Crane Bros’. Manufacturing Company, Chicago, being the lowest 
bidders were awarded the contract. Their workmanship has been 
fully up to their guarrantee. 

So far as tested, the apparatus works admirably, and we con- 
gratulate Messrs. Crane Bros. & Co. upon its superior wormanship 
and the State upon obtaining such a cheap and excellent ‘an 
apparatus. 

We estimated a one-third saving in fuel, by adopting the low 
pressure; and absolute safety from explosion. 


EMPLOYMENT OF PRISONERS. 


The necessity of providing employment for the State convicts 
will claim your earnest attention. It is thought impracticable, by 
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the officers of the institution to lease the labor of the prisoners 
without furnishing the contractors of such labor with first-class 
machinery accommodations. To purchase an engine and fixtures 
would necessitate the immediate expenditure of a large sum of 
money. In view of the fact that there isa growing demand over 
the State for a House of Correction for juvenile offenders, and that 
with a small outlay our Penitentiary accommodations could be 
enlarged so as to afford ample and suitable quarters for a Reform 
School—which might be managed by a small increase of officers and 
guards. We would therefore respectfully recommend that the pris- 
oners be employed in cutting and preparing stone and erecting, 
under skilled supervision, the east wing of the Cell House, and that 
an appropriation be made for the purchase of materials, 


PRISON CONGRESS. 


A growing desire upon the part of the people to increase the 
reformatory power of State Prisons has given rise to the Prison 
Congress, which has become international in its character. This 
body, comprising the very best intellect of all nations, have held 
frequent meetings in England, France and America. 

Many States make special appropriations to defray the expenses 
of delegates to these meetings, and many useful ideas are picked up 
by prison officials in this interchange of thought and experience. 
Too much cannot be said upon the importance of these meetings, 
and we respectfully suggest that an appropriation be made to send 
a delegate each year to the National Prison Congress, and that the 
Governor be instructed to commission a suitable man each year and 
accredit him as delegate from Nebraska. 

It is estimated that there is not less than fifty thousand convicts 
in the United States. A still larger per cent. of this vast army 
might be returned to society useful and valuable citizens if proper 
steps were taken to bring about so desirable an end. ui 


EDUCATION AND REFORMATION. 
Punishment tor criminal offense should never be lost sight of, 
and while every effort should be made to retrench in the 
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expenditures of such an institution, yet nothing should be done to 
embarrass any effort made by the officers in the moral instruetion of 
the prisoners. Every Christian instinct, every step in this age of 
progression, teaches us that Reformation is the main object for which 
prisons are erected. 

In this connection it affords us pleasure to call your attention 
tothe efforts Warden Wyman has made to engage the interest of 
the prisoners in obtaining an education. That his efforts in this 
direction have been successful there is not the shadow of a doubt. 
He has established a school, appointed teachers from among the 
prisoners, and many of the scholars have evinced a wonderful desire 
for knowledge. Notably, prisons are filled by the illiterate of 
society, To educate these persons will have a great influence for 


good. 
DISCIPLINE. 


We cheerfully bear witness to the good discipline of the insti- 
tution which we attribute solely to the firm, but kind and impartial 
manner with which the Warden and his Deputy treat every prisoner 
consigned to their charge. The “Good Time Act” has been of 
great benefit in maintaining order and good discipline. 


DISCHARGED PRISONERS. 

Sixty-six prisoners have been discharged since the last report, 
at a cost of one thousand, six hundred and fifty dollars ($1,650). 
The cost of discharging this number of prisoners adds largely to 
the cost of maintaining the prison. A large per cent. of our pris- 
oners are received fora short term and must be supplied with a suit 
of clothes on their arrival, as also upon discharge, together with a 
sum of money not exceeding ten dollars ($10). 


SANITARY. 

The sanitary condition of the prisoners under the efficient 
management of J. O. Carter, M. D., is excellent, and we cheerfully 
acknowledge his valuable services. 

The report of Warden Wyman, together with the reports of 
Physician and Chaplain, will show the disbursements and receipts 
in detail. Also sanitary condition of the prison. 
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In closing this report we desire to acknowledge the many obli- 
gations we are under to every officer connected with the institution. 
With this report our duties in connection with this institution nearly 
come to a close, as our term expires on the first day of January, 
1877, at which time other, and we hope and believe, able, just and 
humane officers take our places. 

In retiring from our places we feel confident that the buildings 
we have erected as a State Penitentiary will prove substantial and 
well adapted to the purposes for which they were erected, not only 
in providing for the present wants of the State, but so arranged that 
they can be made to meet its future wants, and without defacing 
them, but grow in beauty and strength as they grow in magnitude, 
for which excellence of design and adaptation we are indebted to a 
great degree to the architect, William Foster.

Estimate of appropriations necessary for the next two years 
and one quarter after November 30, 1876. 

There are now in the prison eighty-one prisoners. We estimate 
the average number for the two years and one quarter at 110, which 
we believe is a low estimate. 

Under the most rigid economy it will cost sixty cents per day 
per prisoner for care and custody, exclusive of salaries.

On December 8, 1875, the Inspectors concluded to deduct all 
work on the contract south of and including the gates, which 
deduction amounted to $7,286 56, and at the same time concluded 
to add a wall to connect the Warden’s house with the east wall, 
which closed up an open space of 270 feet. This wall was to be 
built to the same height as the balance of the yard wall, and to be 
of the same character as to materials and construction as the wall 
of the west Cell House, so as to form a part of the front wall of the 
east Cell House when completed. The cost of this wall was 
$16,369 74. After deducting the cost of the wall omitted makes 
an addition to the contract of $9,133 18. f 

September 8, 1876, the necessity of providing more security at 
the prison was brought to our notice by the Warden and other 
officers at the prison, asking that such additional security be brought 
about by building the south wall. Recognizing the truth of their 
statements, and the necessity of the security asked for, we concluded 
to build the east and west walls south of each gate, and the south 
wall across the entire inclosure, which walls are now completed and 
makes the prison under the present good management absolutely 
secure. This additional work added to the contract $26,382 58.

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COPY ‘OF CONTRACT FOR PRISON LABOR. 


This agreement made this 12th day of July, A. D. 1875, 
between C. H. Gould, W. W. Abbey and N. S. Porter, State 
Prison Inspectors of the State of Nebraska, and L. F. Wyman, 
Warden of the State Prison, for and on behalf of said State of 
Nebraska, of the first part, and W. H. B. Stout, party of the second 
part, witnesseth as follows : 

That the said party of the first part do, for the consideration 
hereinafter mentioned and agreed to be paid by the said party of 
the second part, hereby covenant, promise and agree, for themselves 
and successors in office, to and with the said party of the second 
part, his heirs, executors and administrators, as follows : 

To furnish the said party of the second part, for the term of 
one year, beginning on the 12th day of July, A. D. 1875, and ter- 
minating on the 11th day of July, A. D. 1876, the labor and 
services of fifty convicts, more or less, now confined, or who may be 
hereafter confined in said Penitentiary during the existence of this 
agreement, to be employed as said party of the second part may 
elect. 

To furnish free the use of a sufficient number of convicts to 
attend the convicts engaged in mechanical labor, and to load and 
unload from the cars or wagons all materials required by said party 
of the second part, whether manufactured or unmanufactured : 
Provided, That the convicts furnished to load and unload materials 
shall be classed as common laborers, and that but one convict shall 
be furnished free to every twenty-five convicts engaged in mechan- 
ical labor or major part thereof. 

To furnish the use of the one-story building now used for the 
purpose of cutting stone ; the room now used in the prison as a 
sleeping-room for the convicts, and such other rooms and apart- 
ments in said Penitentiary as said party of the second part may 
require, and which may not be actually needed for the government 
and maintenance of the convicts ; and warm the same when neces- 
sary for the comfort of ‘the convicts, said buildings and rooms to 
be furnished as soon as it can be done without prejudice to the 
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interesis of the State. To maintain the discipline of the said 
eonviets in as good condition as it now exists. To furnish 
a sufficient number of keepers to maintain industry, good dis- 
cipline among the convicts. 

And this agreement witnesseth: That the said party of the 
second part does, for himself, his heirs, executors and administra- 
tors, hereby covenant and agree to and with the said party of 
the first part, and their successors in office, as follows : 

To pay in full on or before the tenth day of each and every: 
month during the existence of this agreement, at the rate of forty- 
five cents per day, per convict, for each and every day's mechanical 
labor performed by them, and thirty-five cents per day, per convict, 
for each and every day’s apprentice or common labor performed by 
them during the next preceding month, and the said parties to this 
eontract shall each keep aregular account with each prisoner, show- 
ing the amount of labor done by each prisoner, and shall compare 
the same on each of the monthly days above mentioned, and it is 
understood and agreed, as explanatory of this section, that no con- 
vict shall be classed as a mechanic who has not served at least one 
year apprenticeship at the trade to which he is assigned. Provided, 
That nothing in this section shall be so construed as to require a 
convict who is a mechanic at the time he is received at the prison to 
serve as an apprentice at histrade. To furnish, at his own Li 
all foremen, instructors, material and machinery. 

And this agreement further witnesseth : That all convicts 
whose labor is furnished under this agreement shall be such as 
are generally denominated able-bodied men, and of the average 
capacity of convicts here received, and who shall be selected with 
reference to their adaptation to the business of the party of the 
second part, and assigned by the Warden ot the Penitentiary, 
with the consent of the party of the second part. 

That the length of the day's labor, under this agreement, shall 
be ten hours. 

That if any of the convicts shall remain idle, by reason of the 
failure of the said party of the second part to perform any of the 
stipulations required of him by thie agreement to perform, that he, 
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the party of the second part, shall pay for all the time said convicts 
so remain idle the same as he would if he had kept said convicts fully 
and constantly employed. 

That whenever, for any reason or reasons, any of said convicts 
are absent from work, or idle in factory or shop, then in such cases 
the said party of the second part shall be required to pay for only 
that number of hours labor actually employed. Provided, however, 
that this section shall not be construed to relieve said party of the 
second party from their covenant to furnish the number of hours 
labor per day of each convict as hereinbefore provided, but only to 
cover such isolated cases of absence and idleness as will, from time 
to time, under a good management arise. 

That nothing in this agreement shall be considered as granting 
any right or authority to the said party of the second part to govern 
or discipline the said convicts, but that said convicts shall labor 
under this agreement subject to all the rules and regulations of the 
said Penitentiary which may be in force for their government, dis- 
cipline and care. 

That the said party of the first part shall in nowise be held 
responsible for any loss or damage by fire to the business of the said 
party of the second part, or to his property used or stored upon the. 
grounds or in the buildings of the said Penitentiary, under this 
agreement, but in case the buildings occupied by the said party of 
the second part be destroyed either in whole or in part, by fire or 
otherwise, then said party of the second part may, at his own 
option, declare this agreement void and terminated. Provided, that 
the party of the first part may rebuild the same or farnish others of 
like capacity at the earliest practicable day. Provided, further, that 
during the time of rebuilding or repairing any such building the 
said party of the second part shall be required to pay for the labor 
of such convicts only as he can keep profitably employed. 

That the said party of the second part shall, by his superin- 
tendent, foreman, instructor or other employees, have the right to 
direct the labor of the convicts employed under this agreement, but 
subject to such sanitary and disciplinary instructions as the Warden 
of such Penitentiary shall give. 
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— That said party of the first part shall, at all times, have the 
right and authority to provide any mode, manner or process of doing 
work under this agreement, which shall subject a convict to any 
unusual dangers to his person or health. 

That the said party of the first part agrees that the shop rooms 
and buildings furnished under this agreement shall be placed in 
good order and repair, and the said party of the second part agrees 
io keep it and leave it at the expiration of this agreement in like 
good order and repair, ordinary wear and tear, and damage by acci- 
dental fire or other casualties, and the acts of convicts when not 
engaged in the proper performance of their work, excepted. 

That if, by reason of any epidemic or decrease in the number of 
convicts in this State, there is at any time a deficiency of men to fill 
this contract, the said party of the second part shall not have any 
claim or demand for damages against the said party of the first part 
on that account. 

That if said party of the second part shall fail to pay any 
installment of the contract price for the period of ninety days after 
it becomes due the said party of the first part may, at any time here- 
after, and before the same is paid, declare this agreement forfeited. 

That no convict shall be transferred from this contract to an- 
other without the consent in writing of both the Warden of said 
Penitentiary and Prison Board, and the said party of the second 
part. That the assignment of convicts under this agreement shall 
be subject at all times to the right of the Warden of said Peniten- 
tiary to withdraw such convicts as are deemed dangerous or in need 
of discipline for any reason, or in case of emergency or urgent ne- 
cessity in the interest of the State to withdraw them temporarily to 
perform such work of urgent necessity about the said Penitentiary. 

That said party of the second part shall have no power or au- 
thority to assign, farm out or underlet his interest in this contract, 
either in whole or in part, without the consent in writing of the 
Warden and Inspectors of the said Penitentiary. 

That said party of the second part may have the privilege of 
renewing this contract, with all its terms and conditions, for a term 
of years not exceeding two, from the date hereof, by giving notice 
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in writing of such intention to the Board of Inspectors and Wardep © * 


of said Penitentiary at least sixty days before the eleventh day of 
July, 1876, and such notice being indorsed on this contract shall 
have all the force and validity of a new contract for such a term of 
years. Provided, that the State may employ the convicts on State 
account if the same can be done with more profit to the State than 
to accept the conditions of this contract; and notice of the intention 
of the State to work the convicts shall be given in writing to the 
party of the second part hereof at least sixty days before the expira- 
tion of this contract, and said notice shall be indorsed on this 
contract.

Messrs :—The undersigned, Chaplain of the Nebraska Peni- 
tentiary, begs leave to submit his biennial report, as follows : 

Religious services have been held each Sabbath, with two or 
three exceptions, during the entire term, at the hour of half-past 
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2 P. M, at which all the prisoners were present except the sick and 
those whose duties about the prison rendered attendance impossible. 

A very fine Library has been collected, partly by purchase and 
partly by donation, which may safely be set down among the best 
ofreformatory measures, the value of which it were impossible to 
overestimate, : 

So far as our observation has extended the food has been of 
good quality, sufficient variety and abundant quantity, and no com- 
plaint concerning this or of harshness and severity of treatment on 
the part of the prison officials has ever been made to us. On the 
contrary, the uniform testimony of prisoners, both in confinement 
and after being discharged, has been to the courtesy and kindness of 
those in immediate authority over them. 

The huddling together of so many men in one room, with no 
opportunity for private interviews, has proved a most serious bar to 
personal effort and reformation, but this objection, however, will be 
happily overcome as soon as the removal to the new Cell House, 
now completed, shall be effected, after which it is confidently 
believed we may look for good results in this direction. 

We have had frequent interviews with discharged convicts, 
encouraging them to a new effort for good, with the hope of wiping 
out the stains of the past and attaining to the rewards of an honor- 
able life hereafter, with satisfactory results. 

Altogether, we feel confident that the morale of the prison has 
been steadily improving under the wise and benificent management 
of its present officials, whose hearty co-operation in every effort for 
the reformation of offenders has in all cases been fully and freely . 
accorded.

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To the Honorable Board of Prison Inspectors of the Nebraska State 
Penitentiary : 


GENTLEMEN :—I have the honor to transmit the following 
report of the sick and wounded, commencing December Ist, 1874, 
and ending November 30th, 1876. During that time but one death 
has occurred from disease. J. B. Turner died of epilepsy, May 
11th, 1876. The history: of the case developed nothing unusual, 
only that which is characteristic of acute diseases of that kind. 

During the summer months the Penitentiary has been quite 
free from disease incident to that season of the year. But three 
cases of dysentery have occurred, and only one of that number of 
serious import. An entire freedom from disease in such an institu- 
tion cannot be expected. Many are sent to prison with constitu- 
tions broken down by vice, disease and hardships, and prolonged 
confinement, which often tells upon the strongest, but, by a strict 
observance of Hygiene may go out in comparatively good health. 

I feel especially grateful to the Warden, who bas ever been 
ready to second my efforts for good of the prisoners, and with whom, 
and his officers, I have lived in cordial regard. 

In conclusion, allow me to tender to you my most hearty thanks 
for the kindness I have been the recipient of at your hands, and 
the hearty co-operation you have always entered into in matters 
calculated for the benefit of prisoners, has in no small degree tended 
to my success as Prison Physician.

To the Honorable Board of Inspectors Nebraska State Prison: 


GENTLEMEN: I have fhe honor to herewith furnish you my 
official report for the year ending November 30, 1876, as required 
by law. 

The health, discipline and morals of the inmates-of this insti- 
tution, I believe, compare favorably with those of a similar char- 
acter in other States. The health of the prisoners has been care- 
fully guarded by tlie Prison Physician, Dr. J. O Carter. It was 
the work of but a few days to ascertain that he fully understood his 
duty, and the unparelleled success which has crowned his labors 
should be a sufficient guarantee for the future. 

The excellent discipline now prevailing among the prisoners 
should be largely attributed to the untiring efforts of my Deputy, 
Mr. C. J. Nobes. I have found him watchful, cool and deliberate 
under the most trying circumstances ; firm, though kind; exacting, 
though reasonable, and no one could be more willing to listen to 
suggestions than he. I would not say so much on this matter, only 
that I wish the facts to be known and the man appreciated. 

The Religious Department has been under the charge of Rev. 
George S. Alexander, who has performed the duties devolving upon 
him in a way calculated to win the respect of his fellow-officers, 
having at all times been willing to serve the institution in any way 
calculated to enhance the best interest of the prison. 

If the management of the prison has been successful the credit 
belongs to all connected with the institution. I have observed on 
the part of all my officers, a determination to obey orders without 
comment, and a relax of discipline on the part of the officers would 
result in breaking down the discipline of the prison. Orders regard- 
ing discipline are strict, and must remain so, if good results are 
expected. 

I cannot complete my remarks on discipline without refering to 
the shooting of William MeWalters by an officer of the prison. 
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The partial success he had met with in a previous revolt had 
emboldened him, he was ready at any time to take life if by so doing 
he could obtain his freedom. These facts soon became apparent to 
me. He had threatened to take the life of one or more of my 
officers. The orders issued by me, and now on record in this office, 
warranted the taking of life under the circumstances. If there 
was any wrong, l alone am responsible. Insubordination so fre- 
quently observed in places of confinement, is encourged in a great 
extent by a cláss of people who have a warm heart and a desire to 
do good, who, if they would investigate the charges of cruelty and 
improper management, before passing judgment, would be found 
upholding prison officials in many instances. The greatest latitude 
possible has been given to those wishing to discover wrongs in the 
institution. We court fair and impartial criticism, and always 
stand with an open door to those who wish to investigate. I 
believe the citizens of the State should acquaint themselves more 
fully with the working of the public institutions, and thereby be 
better prepared to judge of the management. In this connection I 
desire to call your attention to the condition of the Prison Library 
within the last year. One thousand and ninety-four volumes hag 
been added to library, which places the prison on a par with prisons 
of other States. Most of the popular authors are represented. 
The collection has been criticised by many of our best critics, who 
have spoken in the highest terms of the selections. It is very grati- 
fying to see the eagerness with which the books are read ; the pri- 
soners feel as though the books were theirs, consequently they are 
well treated. We are indebted to a great extent to Miss Linda 
Gilbert for so valuable a library. She contributed largely, and 
induced others to do the same. The work of this good lady will 
linger long in the hearts of many unfortunate men and women. It 
is well understood by most prison men, that good reading renders 
greater assistance to keepers than is obtained from any other source. 
A discipline is secured of a more lasting character than that which 
may be obtained through fear of punishment. When it is under- 
stood that most of the prisoners of this institution are careful 
readers, and that cause for punishment seldom occurs, the benefit 
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derived from the library will be more fully appreciated. The men 
confined here are those with active minds, and when not reading or 
writing, are likely to be employed in a way not profitable to them- 
selves or to the advantage of the prison. Therefore, the summing 
up must be, that a valuable library has been secured without cost to 
the State, which has materially assisted the officers in obtaining 
discipline without punishment. ` 

I think a few words in relation to a system of schools which 
should be established in all prisons would not be out of place at this 
time, It has long since been admitted that “Ignorance was the 
mother of crime.” Taking this view of the matter it was thought 
best to establish a system of night schools, which has been success- 
ful to a considerable extent. Men and boys who were unable to 
read or write when the school was opened can now pass the few 
hours allowed them in a pleasant and profitable way. The number 
attending night school will be greatly increased when we are able 
to oceupy the new building. Many parties have spoken encourag- 
ingly of our effort to instruct, all of which is fully appreciated by 
the writer. 

Boys’ DEPARTMENT.—The mode adopted for keeping the boys 
apart from the older criminals has worked well. If we should not 
be able to discharge the hoys better fitted for society when their 
terms hall have expired it will not be because we have made no 
effort Mn that direction. 

CLoTHine.—I am under obligations to your Honorable Board 
for the prompt second that greeted me when I desired to change 
the stripes worn by the prisoners for plain grey. In going through 
some of the Eastern prisons I found this change had been made. I 
am of the opinion that no style of dress calculated to degrade 
should be tolerated. I believe it better to hold men by stridt dis- 
cipline rather than by any peculiar kind of dress. 

REFORM SCHOOLS FOR Boys.—If your Board could have wit- 
nessed the many unpleasant scenes enacted in this office while receiv- 
ing prisoners, the necessity for a Reform School would be sufficiently 
impressed upon your mind. Boys are allowed to run at large in all 
of our large towns and cities, they are not checked by parents, they 
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go on from day to day, from bad to worse, until finally they are 
sent to the State Prison for a short term, only to be returned for 
more daring exploits. Allof which could be prevented, or greatly 
relieved, by a Reform School where boys could be sent for minor 
offenses, thereby enabling them to obtain an education. 

The “ Trusty” system is not in vogue at this prison. No 
men are allowed outside without a guard. By pursuing this course 
we are enabled to report no escapes for the two years last passed 

In closing I desire to express my gratitude to all State officers 


- with whom I have come in contact for kindness extended during 


my term of office, and especially to your Board, our relations have 
been very- pleasant. I desire these few words to express my high 
regards.
